3, Similtaneously vith the development of this paper the TAC 
was engaged in the preparation cf a National Security Council Intel li- 
gence Directive on Foreign Language Publications (NBCID 16) te streéagthe 
the collection, exploitation, and referencing of such publicetions. ft 
was felt that the problem you raise and the IAC document in €uestici 
might be best handled by the Advisory Committee which was establisi 32d 
by NSCID 16 to advise the Director of Central Intelligence on impl: sent: - 
tion of that directive. The first meeting of this Committee was ne ld «: 
13 April and at that time it was agreed that at the next meeting tr 2 
agencies would be prepared to indicate their priorities in the App adice 
to TAC-D-66 and to report on the feasibility of an inventory withi: the’ 
own agencies regarding available foreign language reference reterix ls. 
Although not yet decided, presumably additional steps would then be to 
conduct an inventory and thereupon assess areas in which effort shiuic 
be directed in the preparation of lexical materials by whatever 
appropriate means. 


4k, It does not appear necessary or wise to have two groups ci Epore: 
of the same agencies working on this problem. We propose, therefme, +t! 
in lieu of the 20 April meeting you send representatives to the net 
meeting of the Advisory Comittee on Foreign Language Publications whi. 
will be in Room 1128 M Building at 2:30 P.M. on 27 April. AS that tim 
we can work out how best to proceed.
